MILLION IN FINES 


Jackson, Miss—The  Mississip- 
pi Economic Council this week 
estimated fines and court costs 
collected through justice of the 
peace courts totaled $1,106,000 
during the 1955-56 financial year. 

The council said a survey by 
counties showed total fines and 
forfeitures collected and turned 
over to county treasuries amount. 
ed to $790,07244. 


AVERAGE FINES 


The council said fines and for- 
feitures ranged from $5 to $100 
and averaged $15. ) 

Using the $15 average, the 
Council figured JP courts hban- 
dled some 52,670 cases betwcen 
July 1, 1955 and June 30, 1956. 

"It is generally accepted that! 
the JP court cost in a typical 
case averages at least $6,” the 
MEC said, “this figure multiplied 
by the estimated 52,670 cases, in- 
dicates total court costs for 1955 
reached at least $316,000 00" 


FAVOR MAGISTRATE 


The MEC is on record as fav- 
oring a county magistrate system 
in lieu of the present JP system 
for Mississippi. 

Magistrates would be licensed 
attorneys the council said. 

However, before a magistrate 
system could be adopted, the 
siete constitution would have to 
be amended to repeal the provis- 
ion setting up justices of the 
peace. 

Gov. J P. Colman recently 
came out in favor of changes in 
the JP system including perma- 
nent sites for holding court.
